It is not pr obable that the house at 
the 
coming 
session of 
congr ess, 
which begins a week 
fr om today, 
can dispose of much of the pr oposed 
legislation which encumber s its cal­ 
endar s. 
-Little 
is 
usually accom 
plished at this shor t session beyond 
the passage of 
the r egular supply 
bills. 
Still the house, with 
its in­ 


str umentalities for the expedition of 
business, can 
accomplish a 
gr eat 
^ deal in a br ief time. 


Phe Question for additional r eve­ 
nues 
for the gover nment 
will d e ­ 
pend on the senate, to which b o d y 
the house sent the Dingley bill al 
most a year ago. 
Should it be im ­ 
possible, or be deemed inexpedient, 
to pr ess that measur e thr ough the 
senate, ther e is, of cour se, a possi­ 
bility that the pr oposal to incr ease 
the r evenues by an additional tax 
, 
on beer or the imposition of a duty 
on lea, coffee, etc., may take tangi­ 
ble for m, 
and if so, such legisla­ 
tion must or iginate, under the con 
stitution, 
in the lower br anch of 
congr ess.

Ther e ar e on the sever al calendar s 
of the house 1,465 bills, r epor ted 
Vbom the var ious committees, and 
pr opor tion which

the coming session must be, nec­ 
essar ily almost infinitesimal.

calendar . 
Some of these ar e of ver y gr eat 
public impor tance and those inter 
ested will no doubt do all in their 
power to secur e action upon them. 
T he power s lodged in the hands of 
the committee on r ules, which give

contr ol of the house pr ogr amme, 
will make that committee the pr ac­ 
tical ar biter of what shall be sub­ 
mitted to the house for its action.
